ties and puniſhments, which bythe Lawes and Statutes of this Dur Realme, oꝛ by Our pꝛe . 
rogatiue Royallcan be inflicted vpon them. 

And Our further will and pleaſure is, that if any of Our Subietts, eithernaturall bozne, oz 
made Dentzens, knowing any luch offente to be committed, ſhall not with all conuentent ſpeede 
reueale the lame, to the body of Our Pꝛiup Counſell, that enery ſuch perſon ſo concealing his 
knowledge, of oꝛ in the Pꝛemiſſes, ſhall foꝛ ſuch his offence, be pꝛoceeded againſt, and puniſhed as 
the pꝛincipall offendoꝛs. And further becauſe We vnderſtand too well, what great deſtruction 
hath of late yeeres beene made or Timber fit foz Shipping, and how little care and pꝛouidence 
hath beene vled to pꝛelerue the lame accoꝛding to Pur Lawes : Wee doe further ſtrictly charge 
and commaund, that all and euery Our louing Subietts in their ſeuerall places, doe pꝛelerue all 
ſuch Timber as ſhall be fit foz Shipping with their beſt indeauours, as they tender Our fauour, 
and the danger of Dur Lawes,and would ayoyd the contrary at their vttermoſt perils.
